One of the amazing aides of present-day American life 
is the regularity with which the White House dopes out and 
sends to Congress, usually with a hearty radio blessing, a law 
which would lead the nation squarely into dictatorship at a 
single step. 


I his has been going on for some time. Some of the war* 
em ergency proposals had this angle. The scheme to make OPA 
perpetual was along similar lines. Under President Truman 
there have been several one-step suggestions for dictatorship*-— 
Bill, the Labor Bill he recommended at 


the time of the Railroad strike, the original version of the Army- 
Navy merger, and the National Health Bill. 


Perhaps we ought to define dictatorship before going 
further. There is a misconception in this country that a dictator­ 
ship has to he one titan rule by some colorful figure like Musso­ 
lini. I tiller, et al. That isn’t quite true. A dictator can he quite 
colorless; he can be, in fact, a thoroughly negative character 
dressed up and used for the part by others behind the scenes. 
To all intents and purposes, here it what a dictatorship is: 


a government grown so big and strong that it runt the people, 
instead of the people controlling the government. In such a 
government, the executive branch is the one with all the power, 
and whoever heads the executive branch is a dictator. The fact 
that he may come up for election from time to time means noth­ 
ing; if his power is great enough, he can control the outcome of 
the election. Napoleon was elected, almost unanimously, to his 
dictatorial office. Nearly every dictator ainee has "won" elec­ 
tions— even if he had to rule everybody else off the ticket. 


In the U. S. A., the Constitution places certain restrictions 
upon whomever is President, which prevent his becoming a 
dictator— so long as they remain in effect. Some of these are 
in the judicial branch which, until the Supreme Court became 
a p olitical puppet of the New Deal, did not hesitate to tell
